T he Senate m et at 10 a. m., President pro tern. 
S. M. W hite in the chair. 
COMMUNICATIONS. 
The Chair presented a telegram from the 
Cham ber of Commerce, protesting against the 
passage of the so-called street contractors’ bill. 
Also, a com m unication from th e B utchers’ 
Protective Union, tendering the Senate a yoteof 
thanks lor appropriating 
$6,500 for sendiug 
counsel to W ashington to defend the Scott E x­ 
clusion Act. 
THE ENGROSSING CLERK. 
B oth introduced a resolution rescinding the 
order of last night giving H am ill, C hairm an of 
the Com m ittee on Engrossm ent, the right to in ­ 
vestigate th e Engrossing C lerk's office, and dis­ 
charge any one found to be incom petent, and 
appointing a com m ittee of three to perform that 
duty. 
The resolution brought out a long discussion, 
during w hich Koth charged th a t H am iii in ­ 
tended to discharge the Engrossing Clerk and 
p at in his place one c f his pets. 
H am ill was not present, and W illiam s moved 
th at the m atter be postponed until he w as pres­ 
ent. 
Ho h, Goucher, Cam inetti and Meany urged 
the adoption of Kotn’s resolution, w hile Yell 
aud B ritt opposed it. 
The m atter was tem porarily postponed. 
Ou m otion of Boggs, A. B. 15, to am end an Act 
creating a Board of B ank Commissioners and 
prescribing th eir duties and powers, was re­ 
ferred to th e Co nm ittee on Banks and B ulking. 
Darg e presented a petition from the San 
Francistn Typographical Union and em ployes 
of the Type Founders' Association, favoring the 
purchase of California-m ade type and printing 
m aterial lor th e State P rinting office, w hen the 
sam e can be had at the sam e price and o f equal 
quality. 
Campbell, from the special com m it.ee ap­ 
pointed to investigate th e Chico Norm al School, 
m ade a report to the effect th a t the Board of 
Trustees were actuated by a desire to give to the 
State a building th a t would be a m onum ent to 
their skill aud honesty, and thev deserved the 
thanks of the peop.e o f th e S ta te ; but in their 
zeal to have it done cheaply, they had violated 
the Constitution and tb e statute by requiring 
m en to work ten houtg a day instead ot eight. 
The com m ittee recom m ended th at those who 
had worked ten hours per day be paid for the 
extra tim e. 
Senator Jones has alreadv introduced a bill to 
th at effect. 


THE GOVERNOR’S INVESTIGATION. 
A. B. 613, appropriating 65,000 for the purpose 
of enabling the Governor to investigate the 
affairs ol th e State Prison, cam e jn from the As­ 
sem bly. 
I h e C hair announced th at the Gov­ 
ernor desired th e bill m ade a case of urgency 
and passed at once. 
Moffitt offered a resolution dispensing w ith 
the constitutional provision and suspending the 
rules for th at purpose. 
Cam inetti said there wras no reason for m ak­ 
ing the bid a case of urgency. Such au inves'i- 
gation had been carried ou by G overnor Stone- 
m an and he had not asked for auv m oney. 
Each House of the Legislature was already car­ 
rying on an investigation ol the s .m e subject 
and taking all ot th e testim ony. 
Moffitt said th a ’ the Governor w anted to in­ 
vestigate the State Prison and to com m ence on 
Saturday. He h ad alreadv subpenaed w itnesses 
for th at tim e. 
A call of the Senate was had aud several 
Senators were brought in and a great deal of 
fun was had at th eir expense. 
Goucher spoke against Moffitt's resolution. 
Investigations were pending before Ijotb the 
Senate and Assembly Committees. Both investi­ 
gations were being conducted at great expense 
to the State. W itnesses are being Eent for aud 
brought here from a distance, and she investi­ 
gation prom ised to be as full as anv the Gov­ 
ernor m ight m ake or control. T here'w as abso­ 
lutely no need ol this appropriation. 
If there 
were no investigations in progress before the 
Legislature it m ight be seriously considered, but 
under the circum stances it was nothing more 
th an a waste ol public m oney. If th e Senate 
had desired to do anything of this kind it 
should have stopped these legislative investi­ 
gations, and stopped the outlay of public money 
incident to them . The proposition to have 
three investigations running at the sam e tim e 
was absurd. 
Crandal! urged th at tb e investigation could 
not be com pleted by the legislative com m ittets 
during th e short tim e left them to act. The 
Governor should be placed in a position to con­ 
tinue the investigation or else a special com m it­ 
tee should be appointed by the Legislature to 
continue it after tne session. 
Goucher said th a t nobody was able to say th at 
the Senate com m ittee would not be able to com ­ 
plete th e investigation. 
Governor Stonem sn 
had conducted a sim ilar investigation and paid 
for it out of his secret service fund, w hica was 
appropriated for just such purposes. 
Wilson said th a t the investigation w ould ex­ 
tend over m ouths of tim e. 
A Judge ol the Su­ 
perior Court w ould be called upou to preside 
over the investigation, aDd it would not only 
cover the conduct of the prisoners lor tne past 
two years but for several years back. 
Bowers said th at w hen the m atter cam e up 
for investigation by th e Senate com m ittee he 
did not see any use in proceeding w ith it w hen 
kue Assembly com m ittee was investigating the 
same «ubjeci, but if there was anv use in pro­ 
ceeding w ith a second investigation by the ;en- 
n,v com m ittee there was the sam e reason for 
allow ing the Governor to go on w ith another one. 
Cam inetti said th a t the Governor had the 
right to go on w ith his investigation if he 
wished to. Let him proceed w ith it as Governor 
Stouem an had done, aud 11 m ore m oney was 
needed it w ould be appropriated at the proper 
tim e. T here was no need of rnshiug th e tiling 
through in this way under a suspension ol the 
Constitution. All of the testim ony before the 
two com m ittees w ould be in w ritii g, and after 
tb a tw s s before the Governor he could take 
further testim ony if he was not satisfied. 
Sprague urged the adoption o f th e resolution. 
The Governor was the proper party to investi­ 
gate. 
He asked Cam inetti if he knew th e con­ 
dition of the secret service fund. 
Cam inetti replied th a t he did not. He had 
read som ething about its condition about a year 
ago, but did not kuow w hat was in th e fund 
now. 
Preston held th at as the G overnor was the 
appointing power, he ought to be the one to in ­ 
vestigate charges against those he had ap­ 
pointed and had the power to remove. 
Dray thought that so near the close of the 
Legislature neither o f the com m ittees could fin 
ish the investigation properly. 
The investiga­ 
tion w ould extend over m ouths of tim e. The 
objection to passing the bill showed bad faith. 
Wilson hoped the m atter would not be con­ 
sidered a party question. 
The secret service 
fund was not iu a condition to pay for this in ­ 
vestigation. The Governor had asked for *10,000, 
and the Assembly had cut it down to *5,000, and 
thought the bill ought to be passed. 
ltoggs said th at there was no doubt b u t th at 
the senate aud Assembly com m ittees would 
m ake the Investigation as full as they could, 
but he believed th a t th e Governor ought to be 
allowed to follow up the investigation. 
Mead said th at there was no objection to the 
passage of the bill, but th ete was objection to 
rushing it through under a suspension of the 
rules aud o f the Constitution. 
Goucher com m enced speaking again on the 
subject w hen Sprague moved to ex ten d the 
hour of recess until the m atter was ois¡>osed of. 
Joues spoke against extending th e honr of 
recess und talked until the C hair declared the 
recess under the rule. 
A ftern oon S ession . 
The Senate re-assem bled at 1:30 e. M., the 
President pro tern, in the chair. 
G oucher resum ed the argum ent on th e resolu-

pass as a m atter of urgency the hill to give the 
Governor $5,000 w ith w hich to carry on another 
investigation iuto th e affairs of the State Prison. 
He insisted th a t there w as no burry ior the pas 
sage o f the bill. AU of the testim ony taken be­ 
fore the legislative com m ittee would' be printed 
and put before the Governor 
If he th en found 
it necessary to take further testim ony he could 
do so. It was a w aste o f public m oney to pass 
this bUl now. 
Y'eU said th a t it was only a m atter of justice 
to the Governor to allow him to go on and m ake 
a thorough investigation.

On m otion of Preston the previous question 
was ordered.

Moffitt's resolution was adopted by a vote of 
31 ayes to 4 noes. 
The bill was then taken up, under the resolu­ 
tion, and read. 
On the second reading Yell m oved to am end 
by striking out *5,000 and inserting $10,000. 
The m otion prevailed by a vote of 19 ayes to 
18 noes, and the bill was so am ended.

The bill was then ordered to a th ird reading 
and re-printed as am ended. 


THE ANTI COMPACT BILL. 
The Senate then took up th e th ird reading 
lile and proceeded w ith the consideration of t. 
B. 355, know n as the Cltinie anti-com pact bill. 
A nother call of the Senate w as ordered, iu 
order to bring the Senators in to vote on the 
question, and another h alf hour was spent in 
tne usual farce of receiving explanations and 
excusing the delinquents. 
W hen further proceedings under the call had 
been dispensed w ith, Preston moved th at here­ 
after w henever Senators were brought in under 
call they be fined #2. 
Goucher raised the point of order th a t it 
would require a suspension of the rules. The 
Chair sustained the point of order. 
The bill was then passed bv a vote of 37 aves 
to 1 no.

Ou m otion ot Dargie, the appointm ent ol As­ 
sem blym an C. O. A lexander w as also con­ 
firmed. 
A nother message was received from the Gov­ 
ernor, announcing his approval of 8. B. 8, to 
provide ior tbe luuding of the indebtedness of 
the several counties of this State and the issu­ 
ance of bonds therefor. 


ASSEMBLY COURTESY. 
There was quite a stir In the Senate w hen au 
Assembly message was received annouucing 
th a t five im portant bills which had been u n an i­ 
m ously passed oy the Senate had beeu refused 
a first aud second reading in the Assembly. Tbe 
bills were of a class th a t the Senators could not 
understand why there could be any objection 
to them . Two of the bills h ad been prepared 
w ith great care by the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee, sn d they were naturally highly indig­ 
nant. It was stated th a t the bills were taken 
up on the fust-reading file in the evening, w hen 
lew m em bers were present, aud w henever there 
was an adverse report to a bill it was refused a 
firet reading w ithout further exam ination and 
w ithout auy notice to the author or any Senator.

Bowers took the floor and spoke vigorously in 
reply to CampbeU’s rem ark. He said th a t he 
h ad been on the com m ittee th a t visited both 
these Institutions and found th a t there w as a 
rivalry going on as to which could m ake the 
best show ing. It was an honor to the Napa 
Asylum th a t it had spent a little m ore moa*“v in 


th e care of patients, and it w as a disgrace to the 
sta te that the appropriations for this purpose 
w ere cut down to forty cents a head. He said 
th at at least fifty cents' per bead should be e x ­ 
pended. W hen he was at Stockton he saw 
patients shivering in the yard w ith their cotton 
clothing on. They were not properly clothed, 
and instead of encouraging these inst tut ions iu 
a rivalry as to who could lake careof patients for 
th e least money, the State should m ake liberal 
appropriations for th eir support. 
A call of the Senate was ordered and several 
Senators brought in and excused aud oue fined 
$2 50 by way of a joke. 
W hen the Senate had passed the bills down 
to S. B. 212, Dargie broke the Iprogress of 
work by offering a resolution to take up out of 
order four bills, two for th e benefit of Alam eda 
county, one for Santa Clara andoneofG oucher’s 
bills. I h e result was a row w hich ended in 
au adjournm ent of tr.e Senate w ithout accomp- 
plishing but very little.

A jo in t m eeting was held last evening of the 
Ways and Means Com m ittee of the Assembly 
and the Senate Com m ittee on Prisons, tor the 
purpose of hearing the testim ony of W arden 
McComb, concerning the letters w ritten by him ­ 
self and the prison officials and recently pub- 
lisbed w ith stunning head lines.

After being sw orn and other prelim i­ 
naries passed, witness corrected his previous 
testim ony before

He h ad tne re stated th a t he knew ’of no account 
kept of the output of day and night shifts o f th e 
ju te m ills. H e desired to correct this in so far 
as to say th a t there were loom books, and he 
did not w ish to be understood as ignoran i o f 
th eir accounts. 
The identification of th e letters was then 
brought forward by Mr. Johnson. He stated 
th a t W arden McComb h ad applied during the 
afternoon to be allow ed to see th e letters, w ith 
a view to identifying them , b at his request was 
refused by the C hairm an. Mr. Shanahan. After 
som e discussion, participated In by Messrs 


W hite, Shanahan and Johnson, the latter re­ 
quested an exam ination of the letter said to 
have been w ritten by John McComb, Jr. This, 
he said, was th e ouly one of th e published 
epistles which contained anything serious in it, 
and he desired to have aii opportunity to de­ 
m onstrate this letter was a forgery. 
Senator W hite replied th at the letter referred 
to would be reached and have attention in due 
tim e. Mr. W hite then produced the long list of 
letters w hich precipitated th e present inquiry, 
and asked Genera! McComb concerning each. 
The witness exam ined the first letter, m arked 
"E xhibit 1," and suid it was in his h andw rit­ 
ing.

D aniel A. Ostrom. more fam iliarly know n as 
Ostrom of Yuba, Is one of the Democratic lead­ 
ers of the House.

He has

tician, aud his worldly possessions are expressed 
by six figures. 
Jn the foremost ran k of the Republicans 
stands F rank L. Coombs,,oí Napa, now serving 
his second term in th e Assembly. 
He is a n a ­ 
tive son of the Golden State, and would be the 
Speaker of ihe present session if the pesky 
Democrats h ad n 't somehow m anaged to get k 
sm all m ajority. But Mr. Coombs sm ilesquietly, 
as m uch as to say that he w ill see ’em later. He 
is a skilled parliam entarian, an accom plished 
orator, a sound reasouer, and an influential leg­ 
islator 
M elviue C. Chapm an, of O akland, w ho hails 
from the Fiftv-fifih District, the one represented 
by Speaker Jordan two years, ago. is a h an d ­ 
some young law yer of quick perception and 
sound political judgm ent. 
He is a native of 
Illinois, but m any years' residence on the Coast 
have m ade liim a thorough Californian iu senti­ 
m ent. He is regarded as oue of the rising young 
m en of th e Republican party. 
Jam es R. l-owe, ot San Jose, is a pioneer Cali­ 
fornian aud a Republican. He is a law yer by 
profession. Iu 1867 he was Consul at T ehuante­ 
pec, Mexico. Has been President of the ta n 
Jose Board of Education, and was in the State 
Senate in 1885 and iu tha ex tra session ol ’86. As 
a legislator he is an earnest cham pion of Santa 
Clara county, socially he is one of the most 
popular of m en am ong the ladies. 
Lyttleton A. W hitehurst, tlie Democratic Rep­ 
resentative from the Sixty fifth District, is Presi­ 
dent of the Bank ol Gilroy, and is largely inter­ 
ested in the lum ber business. He is 54 years 
of age, and one of the most wide-aw ake and 
level-headed m en in the Legislature. 
John H. Seawell, of Mendocino, is Chairm an 
of the Committee on Judiciary, and justly re­ 
garded as one of the Democratic leaders of the 
House. He is 39 years old. a native of Missouri, 
but cam e to California w hen three years of age. 
He has been Superintendent of Schools of his 
county, is ihe law partner of Senator Archibald 
Yell, and his hom e is in the handsom e city of 
Ckiah. 
' 
Thom as C. M aher, of San Francisco, held for 
some years a jiosition in the United States Mint 
in th at city. He has always been a wide-awake 
Republican, though not prom inent iu politics 
until his election ny a large m ajority to repre­ 
sent the Forly-eighth District. 
George S. Berry, o f Tulare, is a farm er by oc­ 
cupation, and his hom e is near the booming 
town o( Visalia. He is a Democrat, and be­ 
lieves in irrigation. 
L uther I.. Ewing, of San Francisco, is a Re­ 
publican and is seiviug his second term as the 
representative from the Forty-third District. 
For the last fifteen years he has held a clerical 
position w ith the M arket-street Cable Railway 
Company. 
Lewis Robert Tulloch, of Tuolum ne, is the 
silver-tongued orator of the Assembly. 
lie is 
an enthusiastic young Dem ocrat of m arked in­ 
tellectual attainm ents, and has been m iner, 
school teacher, law yer and editor. 
He is im ­ 
m ensely popular in his p ait of the State, and 
will u n d o u btedlyrepres-u tiheT hirtieilflD istrict 
in the Senate two years hence. 
John Gardner, of Calaveras, is one of the pio­ 
neers, and a veiy practical and ievel-headed 
legislator. 
His- district is strongly Republican, 
and be will, no doubt, come to the Leeislature 
again. 
His hom e is at Angels < am p, where he 
is know n as a successful business m an. being 
engaged in m ining and agriculture. 
George W. Wear, who represents Kern aud 
V entura counties, is a new spaper m an. being 
proprietor and editor of the Kern county Gazittc. 
He is a natural-born boomer, aud has done 
m uch to deve.op his part of the State. 
He is 
also a good legislator, and has done m uch valu­ 
able work as a m em ber of the Committee on 
Public P rim ing 
The only thing th at cun be 
said against him is th a t he is a Democrat 
Crockett M. Crawford who represents "M rs. 
L angtrv’s district”- t h e beautilul 
county of 
L ake— is a good-looking young Democrat, and a 
native of California. 
He is a school-teacher by 
profession, aud, as Chairm an ot the Committee 
on Education, has done m uch valuable work 
during the session. 
Major John McCarty, of San Francisco, is 
one of the most prom inent 
statesm an on 
the

the 
house.

Chairm an of the Committee ou Chinese Im ­ 
m igration and Em igration, he strikes terror 
to the pagan hordes w ho seek our shores.

C lothes F in s. 
W here do all the clothes pins go ? 
In­ 
numerable dozens of them are flowing out 
into the world continuously from the fac­ 
tories, and a single expert packer handles 
72,000 of them in a day, packing 100 boxes 
at a cent a box. They are made of ash, 
beech, birch and maple." The logs are cut 
into lengths of 31 inches, these are sawed 
into blocks, the blocks into sticks, and the 
sticks into shorter ones, the length of the 
clothes pin, about 5Í inches. These are 
fed into a lathe by an endless belt. The 
lathe turns them into shape and passes 
them along by a turn table to a saw, which 
cuts out the slot. 
When the machine is 
through with them it drops them into a 
box or barrel. The pins are then dried in 
a drying house and then put, 20 to 40 
bushels at once, into a slowly revolving 
cylinder, and the friction caused bv their 
tumbling about in this cylinder polishes 
them. A single plant for making clothes 
pins costs from $7,000 to $12,000. 
But 
what becomes of the pins ?—Go<xl House­ 
keeping.

Dinner was served earlv, no person being 
present except m m bers of the family, and be­ 
fore desert was served General Harrison left the 
table w ith Mr. McKee and they took a walk to­ 
gether over a m ile m the northw estern part of 
the city. They left the hotel unobserved, and 
w ent out Verm out avenue, beyond Iowa Circle, 
iu the neighborhood of which President H arri­ 
son lived tne last year he was in th e senate 
M eanwhile Private Secretary Haiford estab­ 
lished hiuiself in a room tinder General H arri­ 
son’s apartm ents at the hotel aud unpacked a 
box containing hundreds of unansw ered letters. 
He dictated to a stenographer, and teem ed not 
at all surprised w hen the evening hotel m ail 
brought as m any letters to President H arrison, 
addressed to W ashington, as he has been in the 
habit of receiving in a single delivery at In d ian ­ 
apolis. 
Between 7 and 9 o’clock this evening General 
Harrison received a num ber ot callers. 
His 
parlors were redolent of the perfum e of several 
baskets of roses sent during the afternoon. 
Colonel Elliott F. Shepherd sent three baskets 
of flowers—one to Mrs. Harrison, another to 
Mrs. Russell H arrison, an d a th ird to Mrs. Mc­ 
Kee. Senators Hiscock aud Cullom and Mrs. 
Roselle, wife of the proprietor o f the Arlington, 
sent large bunches of roses. 
Russell Harrison introduced 1o his father a 
young m an in a fur-trim m ed overcoat, from 
New York, who brought w ith him iuto the par­ 
lors a mastiff’of enorm ous size, whose heavy 
collar was adorned w ith red, w hite, and blue 
ribbons. The ow ner of the dog explained th a t 
the anim al had m arched in the business m en’s 
parade in New York during the cam paign, 
with the word “ Protection ” em blazoned upou 
his sides. Tbe G eneral looked at the dog atten ­ 
tively, aud the dog, after giving H arrison a 
searching glance iu return, lay down upon the 
rug am i put his nose between his paws, w ith a 
contented air. “ Well.’* rem arked the General. 
“ this dog seems to represent a ratu er overfed 
industry.” 
Presideut Cleveland w iil vacate the Execu­ 
tive Mansion on Friday. 
DISAPPOINTED CROWDS. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 26th.—There has been 
a great deal of adverse com m ent to-night be­ 
cause the Presidential party, instead of com ing 
into the station upon the train . Stopped in the 
outskirts of the city aud were carried iu car­ 
riages to their hotel. About 1,000 people were 
assem bled at th e station to greet the new Chief 
M agistrate, the m ajority of whom were acquaint­ 
ances and friends of G eneral H arrison, and were 
disappointed th a t the party should have been 
dropped a m ile aw ay irom the station. The 
responsibility lor this rests w ith the Inaugural 
Committee, and not w ith General Harrison. 
Among the callers upon the President to-night 
were Senators Dolph aud Evarts, General Scnc- 
fleld, Mr. and Mrs. John Hay, Henry C. Bowen 
of New York, H. O. Arm our of Chicago, Repre­ 
sentative Coggswell, who was on H arrison’s 
staff’ during the w ar. ex Postmaster-General 
T yner of Indiana and General Dan Butterfield 
of New York. 
It is expected th at to-morrow 
General H arrison will call

Cleveland. 


A CONTRAST.

W a s h in g to n , February 26th.—T here was a 
great contrast betw een the m anner of Presi­ 
dent-elect H arrison's arrival and th at of Mr.

cars attached to the regular express 
that 
reached the city at 7:20 a. m. 
There were six m em bers of the Presidential 
party whose identity was concealed even from 
the train m en. These were Inspector Byrnes 
and live m em bers of his detective stall’. They 
surrounded the President us he left the ears bv 
an unaccustom ed route and escorted him to k 
carriage iu w aiting. 
A detective drove the car­ 
riage to tbe Arlington Hotel. 
A detective sat 
on tlie box by the driver. The th ird officer 
drove in a buggy alongside th e carriage, and 
w hen the President han passed through the 
side entran-.e into the hotel am i entered his 
apartm ents, detectives guarded the doors and 
approaches thereto.

P IG O rrS HORRIBLE CRIME. 


Tbe revelations in tiie Parnell case are 
indeed startling. It now develops that 
Pigott. tbe chief witness for the Govern­ 
m ent and tbe limes, has cleared out, after 
first signing a confession that tbe letters 
Which form tbe basis and are the whole 
substructure of tbe Government’s case 
against Parnell, Egan, D a\itt et als.,aixi 
upon which the Times formulated i s cele­ 
brated “ Parnellistu and C rim e” articles, 
were forged by him . The result of the 
confession will be to greatly more exalt 
Parnell, to strengthen the Irish party and 
to bring the English A dm inistration into 
disrepute. For it will be judged b y most 
people that Pigott did not originate and 
carry out h;s schem e ot forgery w ithout 
G overnm ent sanction and promise of aid. 
W hile it is altogether probable that the 
Times wes duped and innocent of Pigott’s 
crime, the world will believe that the wit­ 
ness was coached by Governm ent officials, 
and 
this 
will 
be held, despite 
the 
fact 
that 
there 
is no 
evidence of 
such crim inal 
sharing by Government 
officers in as foul a conspiracy to undo 
m en as ever was batched in hell or out. 
So it m ay be that Pigott deceived tbe E n­ 
glish officials, aud with the hope of gain 
w ent into the forgery scheme w ithout their 
sanction. 
It would be gratifying to so 
believe, and charitable as well, and until 
the contrary is showD, that conclusion of 
innocence should be adhered to. 
B ut whatever one m ay think of Irish 
revolutionary movements, of Irish agi­ 
tation, hom e rule, land reform or P arnell- 
ism. there can be but one opinion am ong 
self-respecting men concerning the infaniy 
of Pigott. 
For that m onster no punish­ 
m ent is too ignom inious or severe. 
He 
represents the lowest order of the hum an 
kind ; he is viler than the assassin, more 
abhorrent than the strangler, more re­ 
pulsive then the child stealer, and his very 
nam e will cause men with a spark of m an­ 
liness to shiver with horror. This despica­ 
ble wretch by his confession adm its that 
he úrged letters intended to convict P ar­ 
nell of conspiracy to assassinate English 
officials, to crim inally use dynam ite, the 
torch and' the cartridge ; to destroy inno­ 
cent lives and put in peril of death women 
and children; that Parnell was engaged in 
a conspiracy, in short, the res®It of w hirh 
was assassination of the most horrible 
character. 
Such an attem pt to wreck the 
life and honor of a fellow being is a crime 
th a t makes every decent m an feel an itch­ 
ing to speed the w hip that should lash 
such a villain to the bone, and to have a 
hand in turning the key that ought to 
sequester him from hum an kind lor all 
the rem aining years of his miserable ex­ 
istence. 


THE DEPARTURE FOB WASHINGTON. 


T hat was a very pleasant send off the 
people of Indianapolis gave to General 
H arrison on Monday, on his departure to 
assume the duties of President of the 
U nited States. There was a m ost gratify­ 
ing absence of pretension, of fawning and 
of adulation. 
It was, on the contrary, a 
simple, neighborly and sincere tribute to 
an old friend and neighbor, by a people 
who take comm endable pride in the polit­ 
ical exaltation of one of their most re­ 
spected citizens. N othing more strikingly 
illustrates the democratic equality, sim ­ 
plicity and strength of American institu­ 
tions than the scene referred to. There 
was no obeisance to General H arrison, as to 
a prince, or one claim ing the right to rule 
irrespective of the will of the governed ; 
there was no bowing of heads in subm is­ 
sion, no crooking of knees to a mere ruler. 
The uran to whom honor was done is the 
sim ple representative of tbe people; the 
em bodim ent of their will and desire as to 
forms of governm ent and the execution of 
laws. 
The address of this servant of the popular 
_ Trill was also strikingly illustrative of the 
genius of our system. H e did not address his 
hearers as “ My people,” as the “ ru le r” 
would, but as “ My friends aud neighbors,” 
recognizing thereby their equality with 
him , and the tact that his selection as Chief 
Executive has not altered tbeir relations as 
citizens. 
One expression of General H arrison's 
will 
strike 
all readers as of especial 
thoughtfulness, and as testifying to the 
profound sense of 
responsibility 
w ith 
which he assumes his high office—he de­ 
clared that there is a great sense of loneli­ 
ness in the discharge of high public Cutíes 
a truth ail 
conscientious 
men 
have 
experienced who hiv e been called to each 
trusts. This loneliness is due to the fact 
that the sincere man realizes that if he is to 
be successful in his new position he m ust 
be self-reliant; that the friends are very 
rare in whom he can repose tru s t; that he 
alone m ust be responsible, and that he can­ 
not hope for an inslaut to shift the burden 
of accountability that he has taken up. 
Hence the “ isolation” of which General 
Harrison speaks. The country is always 
safe in th e hands of a man who experi­ 
ences these feelings, and is equal to the 
task of facing his duty under such a sense 
of its solemnity. Such a m an we believe 
General Harrison to be.

Chiei Engiueer O’Meara, of the Fire Depart­ 
ment, has submitted his second annual report to 
the Board of Fire Commissioners and the same 
will be printed. He says: 
The past year has been noted for the scarcity 
cf large tires, there being none of importance 
with the exception of the damage to the stable 
of Mr. Smith on March 22,1888. and again ou 
February 12, 18*0, Re also recommends the 
organization ot a tire patrol. He is of the opin­ 
ion that the benefit derived from it would lully 
repay the cost of its maintenance. 
He recommends that fire drill be adopted in 
all the schools and be frequently practiced, as it 
may some day be the means ot saving manv 
lives. 
The ordinance against the storing of combusti' 
bles and explosives within the 
citv limits 
should be more rigidly enforced. The engines 
are all in first class order. He recommends 
that Nos. 1 and 2 be painted and reserve ho k 
and ladder truck be thoroughly overhauled. 
Engine house No. 1 * should have new floors, 
new ceiling and the front stuccoed or painted. 
Slidiug poles should also be put in Irom the sec­ 
ond to the first floor. 
Engine house No. 2 should have a new floor, 
new ceiling aud a sliding pole. 
Engine house No. S should b ; painted. 
The hook and ladder house on t-ixth street is 
in good condition aud a credit to the citv. It is 
suggested that the vacant room on toe second 
floor be used as a meeting room for the Fire 
Commissioners, their present quarters being 
needed for a store-room. 
One thousand feet of hose should be pur­ 
chased. 
He recommends that four fire-alarm boxes be 
placed in convenient positions east of Twentieth 
street; alsoa boxal the east end o ftae Southern 
Pacific Railroad machine shop, from where box 
42 was removed; also one at the Capital Gas 
Company’s works, at Front and T streets. 
The total manual force of the department is 
45 men, as follows: Chief Engineer, £100 per 
month: Assistant Chief, $50; three engineers of 
steamers, 8 00: three drivers ol steamers, S75 
three drivers of hose-carts, 875; one driver of 
hook and ladder, *75; one tilierman hook and 
ladder, 875; three foremen of engine companies, 
*l!J each: one foreman hook and ladder, $30; 
twenty-two extrameu of engine companies, 820; 
five extramen hook and ladder, Í20. one .Super­ 
intendent Fire Alarm. $75. 
Of the apparatus in service, there are two 
second class Amoskeag and 
one third class 
Clapp & Jones engines, three two-wheeled hose- 
carts, one sccond-class Hayes hook and ladder 
truck, aud one Chief Engineer’s buggv. 
In reserve there are one second-class Amos­ 
keag engine, one Kimball hook and ladder 
truck, oue four-wheeled hose-carriage and two 
two-wheeled hose carts. 
There 
are 
twelve 
horses in the service. 
During the year there has been placed in 
each of the engine-houses and iu the Corpora­ 
tion House oue of Edison’s fire extinguishers. 
During the year there were 62 runs and CO 
fires, causiuga loss of some 816,000, which was 
covered by nearly 89,000 insurance. The fires 
were caused as follows; Hot ashes, 1; boiling 
tar, 1 ; explosion steam pipe, 1 ; defective flue, 1 ; 
gas explosion, 3; electric light. 1; false alarm, 
2: friction, 1 ; gasoline, 1 : lamp explosion, 9; 
spontaneous combustion. 3; skyrocket, 1: riour- 
dust. 1 ; sparks, 6; incendiary, 18; matches. 4; 
grass, 1 ; chimney burning out, S. 
As to months, the distribution of alarms were 
as follows; March, 9; Aorii, 4;JMay, 2: June. 2: 
July, 5; August, 7; September, 8; October, 9; 
November, 3; December, 3; January, 6; Febru­ 
ary, 4. 
Superintendent Fisk of the fire alarm reports 
th at the city now has 30 miles of fire telegraph 
stretched upon 23u po.es. 
The report appends 
a list of the property in that branch of the 
service, all of w hich is reported to be in good 
condition. 
Secretary Seymour lias filed an elaborate re­ 
port of the w ork of the year past, in the course 
of which he referred to the deaih of ex Chief 
Engineer Con Sullivan and to the esteemed 
services of the deceased in the Depaitmeut. 
The Secretary adds that while the Board has 
reason to feel satisfied over the result of Us ad­ 
ministration, it realizes that there is much yet 
to be done w hich it will not hestitate to 'do 
whenever aud wherever ihe inter, sts of the city 
demand it.

II a man could 
see God in His goodness and mercy to him, he 
would be compelled to love Him. Even my 
dog aud horse love me, becausa I am good to 
them : aud when you see how good God has 
been to your father, mother aud your wife, if 
then you don’t love God, you are lower dowu 
than iny dog and horse, aud if I had got below 
the brutes 1 would sell out and leave the 
country. 
When a man realizes what God is to him, aud 
don’t love God, he is the most degraded wretch 
upon the face of the eareh. 
1 here are some people who don't believe in 
prayer. I am sorry for that sort of men. When 
your prayers are answered, the devil slips up 
and says. “ lo u r prayer didn't have anything to 
do with your getting that; you would have got­ 
ten it wliether you prayed or not.” And you 
believe the devil before you believe God. 
X believe in a praver-hearing and a prayer- 
answering God. You may m are me disbelieve 
anything else but that God hears aud an­ 
swers prayers of his people that call unto him. 
if God were making a new world 1 believe he 
would roll it out of his hand to listen to bis 
child and give him that which lie prayed for. 
Every upward movement of the soul is from 
conviction. I don’t believe any man was ever 
made better, until he was convinced that he 
was bad aud wanted to do right.

A QUEER CHARACTER. 


A P io n e er Sscr& m entau M ade a F o rtu n e 
a n a la Now tn th e A tm aliouae. 
Here is a story of a Califom ii pioneer, told by 
the New Haven (Conn.) Palladium: Very few 
men in New Haven have had so checkered a 
career, or a life so full of adventure and change 
as has Edward B. Davidson. This is the man 
who applied to Town Agent Todd last week for 
pecuniary assistance, and whose clothes on be­ 
ing searched at the Almshouse were found to 
contain nearly 850. He was born in Milford 
sixty or sixty-five years ago. In early life ho 
migrated slowly westward, until, in 1854, he 
started from Bloomington, HI., for California, 
wiih an ox-train. On the journey cholera at­ 
tacked the party and mauy died. Among these 
was a near relative of the late Judge David 
) -avis. Lavidf-on was the only man in the party 
who would bury Davis, and be rolled him in a 
bufialo-robe anil interred him 0.1 the banks of 
the Platte river. On arriving in Sacramento he 
engaged in business on Fourth street, keeping a 
store, which he called a Postoffice exchange. 
The flood of 1862 destroyed his stock. A man 
gave him money with which to start again, but 
soon foreclosed. Then he btcam e a reporter on 
the Sacramento Bee, and he remained on this 
Í 
iapcr for seme time. A little later he became 
nsane, and passed two years in the Asylum at 
Stockton. 
After apparently having almost 
fully recovered his mind, he joined a party aud 
went to Oregon. Here he was given aposi'ion 
on the Portland Oregonian, and became Sheriff 
of the county. He remained there for a year or 
two, ana theu went to the gold mines at Canyon 
City. Here his party was a;t-eked by Indians. 
He and two other men esca|ied, and he aud oue 
of his companions carried lire otner, who was 
wounded, fourteen miles on poles. 
After he 
had been West four years he returned to Milford 
for his wife, but found she had married another 
man. Returning, he bought 85,000 worth of 
stationer’s goods in New York on credit, had 
them tully insured and shipped them via Cape 
Horn. The ship was lost. Davidson waited till 
he received his insurance and then paid for the 
goods. 
Socn after he hit upon a plan by which he 
made some money. This was by obtaining o d 
pajicrs ut postoifices from various parts of the 
country aud selling them to miners. He re­ 
turned to New Haven about twenty years ago, 
and lias since been a book-peddler aud news- 
seller. having had a stand on the corner of State 
and Prout streets. He had lodgings 03 Long 
wharf. At one time he was wor.h iloO.ofl. He 
now wears rags, but Is suspected of having sev­ 
eral thousands hidden away. He had three sis 
ters who were insane, and undoubtedly he is 
still mentally unsound. He has a daughter in 
this city, a Mrs. Y'oung.

There is more way-down fun and whys and 
wherefores concentrated

tions of smaii towns, including Sacramento 
than enough to satisfy the humorously inclined 
and

forth 
the 
admiration 
of 
the 
most 
profound 
students 
of 
the 
funda­ 
mental science of government. 
Sacramento 
is just now, in this present year of our Lord, 
enjoviug a proclaimed season of strictly “ tote 
fair” politics, and by reason of which all past 
differences, shortcomings, crookedness, etc.. is 
to be forgotten, th : fatted calf killed, and other 
evidences of restored confidence, Damon and 
Pythias love, and other good things sat up. 
Somebody, however, must always “ kick,” 
even under the most flattering circumstances, 
aud just notv the first precinct of the E’ourth 
Ward is the mule’s heel of the local body 
politics. 
The facts as related by Third and Fourth 
Warders are about as follows : " The • u " town,’ 
or •nnli-boss’ wing of local Republicanism, de­ 
sired to have au equal representation iu the ap­ 
proaching City Convention, according to num­ 
ber of Republican votes cari at the last general 
election. This was obviously right to all right- 
thinking people, but would take supremacy 
from the ‘down tow n’ wing. The proposition, 
however, 
of 
equal 
representation, a fair 
ballot 
and 
an 
hones' 
count, 
was 
not 
a popular one to buck against, and hence it was 
granted, or nearly so, aud auo’her method to 
secure balance of power adopted. The Third 
and Fourth Wards were divided by the com­ 
mittee each into two precincts. The feint yeas 
first made to divide the Third Ward and to take 
attention from the real point of operation a pe­ 
tition wa« gotten up in the upper part of the 
Third Watd asking the committee to make 
two precincts, for primary purposes, of that 
ward. 
This the City 
Central 
Committee, 
•in the interests of self-government,’ did, but 
against the protest and vo es of the two com­ 
mitteemen representing that yvaid. Then, as a 
matter of course, the F ourth Wara was also di­ 
vided, to save the dear people from going so far 
to reach the polls to vote at the primary. 
“it immediately transpired to the Third and 
Fourth Warders, who were watching the situa­ 
tion irom up a tree, that all the ’down town’ 
politicians noyv had to do to control the city 
convention and the city was to capture the 
lower precinct of the Fourth Ward. 
This 
number of delegates added to those of the First 
and Second Wards, would carry the control 
down town. Hence the deep interest taken by 
the ‘down towners’ to divide the Third and 
Fourth Wards.” 
In this connection it may be stated that 
there is a great deal of polities in the Fourth 
Precinct just noyv among Republicans, and tbe 
pot is boiiing to the brim. All torts of anxious 
inquiries are made as to when the caucus will 
be held for that precinct, and where, it being 
conceded all around that the chief iutcrest cen­ 
ters about that very- narrow strip of territory, a 
part of the F'ourtli Ward. There is a great Jeal 
of fteliog about the severence, lor party pur­ 
poses, from the Fourth Ward, and, as said, 
a strong desire is manifest to know when the 
caucus will be held and where, as there is a de­ 
mand expressed to have the notice given in 
ample time to reach all Republican voters. To 
ascertain something defiinite about it, a Rec­ 
ord-Unios representative called upon E. C.

PIGOTt CONFESSES TO FORGING 


THE LETTERS. 


He Also Admits the Commission of 
TPerjnry—His Flight from Ju s­ 
tice—Egan's Discovery. 


{SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE EEOORIVUSÍJIÍ.] 


London, February 26th.—When the Parnell 
Commission met this morning Russell stated 
th at Pigoit on Saturday night w ent the Labou- 
chere's office, and, in the presence of George 
Augustus Sala, signed a confession that the Par 
nell letters were forgeries. Russell then made 
an application fo ra warrant for Pigott, which 
was grauled. 
Counsel for the Terns said he v a s not ready 
with any other witness, and it •would now be 
necessary to consider w hether -they would/pro­ 
ceed with any part of the case. 
Pigott in his confession admits that he forged 
all the letters ascribed to Egao, Parnell, Davitt 
aed O'Kelly. He also admits that he perjured 
himself before the Commissi* u. 
A FOP I. CONSPIRACY. 
Attorney-General Webster stated that yester­ 
day morning Shannon received a letter from 
Pigott, and he would call Shannon to prove It 
if i ’arnell’sciunsel desired. 
Russell said he regretted he had not heard of 
th e letter earlier. “ W hatever course Webster 


also changed to make the criminal interpola­ 
tions applicable to illegal events. 
Egan also found letters by Parnell Which had 
been similarly used. Photographs of all these, 
and of PigotVs begging and black-mailing tet­ 
ters, were inclosed with the originals in a pack­ 
age with memoranda recalling to Parnell all 
the circumstances attending the witting or re­ 
ception of each. This was 
THE PaECIOl'S PIECE OF LWGAGE. 
The young priest conveyed to Parnell. Until it 
came the Times’ case was as invulnerable 
as it was fraudulent. No hint of the contents of 
the package ever became public until Parnell 
himseli, in the interview he tiad with Pigott in 
the presence of Labouehere and Lewis, asked 
Pigott certain questions, which disclosed to the 
culprit that evidence had been secured against 
him. Pigott either reported this to the Times, or 
was watched by its detectives and traced into 
Parnell’s presence. 
Then he had to 'partially confess to his cm 
,r loyers and the Attorney-General, and 
his 
colh agues compelled LeCaron to testify and 
be as malignant as possible, swearing 
that 
Parnell 
declared he 
favored 
an 
armed 
revolution, 
and 
that 
Alexander 
Sullivan 
got him (LeCaroa) into a secret revolutionary 
organization. 
This 
was for

of breaking the force of Parnell’s information 
about Pigottte antecedents, but Pigott bad na 
suspicion of the overwhelming completeness 
ol knowledge conveyed in the package to Par­ 
nell, and did not realize—until he got into Sir 
Charles Russell’s clutches—that no calumny 
could impair the laiai effect upon him and on 
the Time oase ot what Parnell knew. 
T'ARNELL’S NARROW ESCAPE. 
Had Egan not made the discovery, the truth 
of the letters could only have been denied, but 
thei r falsehood could not have been demon­ 
strated. 
The situation would have been a 
Times victory, and that a victory of the Times 
would be the ruin of Parnell, the Home Rule 
party and the indefinite discredit oí the Lib­ 
erals.

Russell stated to the Court that he possessed 
letters and documents which fixed Pigott as the 
forger of the letters. He also said l’igotl had 
confessed to Solicitor Lewis that he was the 
forger. Laboucliere and Parnell, both of whom 
were present, would corroborate his statement 
regarding Pigotl’s confession. Pigott uninvited 
called at Laboucheie’s office ou Saturday aud 
stated that he desired to confess. Laboucliere 
would not listen to him unless witnesses were 
present, 
thereupon witnesses were called, in­ 
cluding Mr. Sala, and I’igott made the confes­ 
sion as stated. 
The coutesskra of the forger was then pro­ 
duced.

, 
Kussell said that Pigott first confessed only 
that the Parnell letters were forged, but Parnell 
reiused lo aocept tnis confession as satisiactory. 
Ou Monday Pigoit wrote a letter to Solicitor 
Shannon declaring his confession to Labouehere 
■and Sala lalse and making a new statement, in 
which he says Pat i.asey forged the signatures, 
and he himself wrote the body of the Parnell 
letters in the first batch, and two of Parnell’s 
letters, one of Davitt’s and one of O’Kelly's in 
the second batch were treated in the same 
manner. 
PiOOTT MJSSING. 
Pigott is missing. He is supposed to be on the 
Continent. 
A bundle of l’igott’s letters, captured at An- 
Gorton's Hotel, has been read privately by the 
Court in the pending case. 
ASSISTED BY THE GYARDS. 
Sir Charles added that Pigott had made his es­ 
cape assisted by a body-guard consisting of an 
Irish constable aud two Scotland Yard detec­ 
tives. and demanded that the Court summon 
ihe constable and detectives who were with Pi 
gott to explain the escape. 
TAKING /TESTIMONY. 
Testimony was tneu taken. Solicitor Shannon 
testified that Sunday night Pigott gave him a 
written statement denying the statement made 
in 1-ahoBChcre that he forged ail the letters. 
Pigoit said he believed the first batch genuiue. 
In the second batch two Parnell leiters were 
forged by himself and Casey; the third batch, 
consisting ot letters irom Messrs. Davitt and 
O'Kelly, were also forged by himself and 
Casey. Pigott added in his statement that, hav­ 
ing now stated the truth and confessed before 
the world, the Times should deal leniently with 
him. 
. 
On cross examination. Shannon said he had 
taken no steps to prevent Pigott bolting. He ex­ 
pected him to appear in Court. 
Houston testified that Pigott had not tak/n 
anv luggage. He produced the letters left for 
Pigott at Xnderton’s, but they contained notn- 
ing of importance. He also produced the letter 
Pigott addressed to him Saturday, asking for a 
balance, saving he was told he would he prose­ 
cuted for ‘perjury, and wanted the money to 
s:-nd to his poor children. 
A CONSULTATION WANT ID. 
After the testimony was received Russell 
Staled he would prove by the ageut at Glasgow 
ib at Pigott had committed a series of forgeries.
